hich he demanded the doctor s signs 
tore. 
Fitch, seeing himself in danger, 
comp lied, but had | resence of mind to 
write in a disguised band 
Knap p then, 
still keep ing the doctor under cov er of his 
rev olv er, telep honed a son in-law to come, 
and by him sent the $100 note to be cashed 
at

Second 
National 
Bank. 
The 
cashier detecting the difference in the 
doctor’s signature, telep honed the doctor 
to know if all was right, and receiv ed a 
rep ly to come up . 
In the meantime, 
while K na p p was waiting the return of 
his son in-law, a Cherry Valley 
p atient 
rap p ed at the door and the doctor whis 
p ered him to get an officer, who quickly 
came and arrested K nap p with the rev ol 
v er and notes up on his p erson 
Knap p 's 
wife, who died sev eral months ago, was 
formerly emp loy ed as an attendant in Dr 
Fitch's office. 
K ua p p claims that Dr 
Fitch owes him the $8,200. anil will air 
some sensational things in c urt. Dr Fitch 
is a man abov e rep roach, howev er, and 
the p ublic and c» llicials look < n it as a 
d e a r case of blackmail.
